1, Now amongſt thoſe cauſes of Cauſcs of 
our fear of death, ſome may be more ©'5*c?r: 
blameleſſe and excuſable, ifnot juſti- 
flable, for a true believer ( and that 
as acting faith ) may lawfully in ſome 
caſes deſire the continuance of life, 
ard ſo farin a regular way and mea- 
ſure fear death. 

I. From a natural averſation from 
death, if not as a fruit of ſin, yet as 
an enerny and deſtroyer of nature, 
which before I hinted was in Perer 
and Payl, yea, .in Chriſt himſelf; as

The leaving of this world of men, 
to goe now into the world of ſouls, 
into that farre ſtrange Country, is 2 
Sreat change. 

The pains and pangs of death with 
ſome are very ſtrong, ſo that poſlt- 


bly you have ſomerimes ſeen my 
0 
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of ſtrong bodies, yea, and faith too, 
though they had nothing elſe then 
to doe, yet then finding it a work 
Sreat enough to be able to die. 

Our laſt accounts are-then to be 
Siven up, Eccleſ.12.7.Luke 16.2 and 
chat is a very awfull buſineſle. 

And this to a moſt glorious Lord 
and Judge , whom we are then to 
appear before, and if here we find a 
dread Majeſty in his very ſmiles, 
when he is on a mercy-ſeat, now that 
he is on the Judgement ſeat, his pre- 
ſence cannot but be very dreadfull. 

Remembrance of former ſins, 
thouph pardoned, may make the 
dying mans pale cheeks bluſh, 

And ſenſe of preſent defilement 
and weakneſle, though now dying 


with him, may make the pure in 


heart ſhrink back from appearing be- 
fore ſo pure an eye. 

And thoſe laſt conflicts with tle 
world, fin, and Saran, are oft then 
moſt fierce and violent , and unleſle 
the Sun of righteouſneſle do then 
more glorioully ſhine out upon us 


with his more enlightening and en- 


livening beams in this chill and gloo- 
my ſhadow ofdeath, even the man of

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God may trembſe, and yet all this, 
in theſe and the like caſes, but as an 
Tſaae's trembling, Gen. 27.

Re- 
verential, holy,comfortable,and more 
awfull then fearfull. 

2. Burt farther then God helpeth 
and ftrengtheneth, the beſt of us may 
then be ſubjet to worſe and more 
ſinful fears; ſome of the cauſes wherof 
may be theſe,to w** I ſhall particular- 
ly ſubjoyn their cures and remedies. 

1. Firſt, amore generall cauſe of 
this fear of death, is a ſecure careleſſe 
neglect ſeriouſly beforehand to me- 
ditate of it, and accordingly to 
prepare- for it: in time of life, fr ſo. 
by comming ſuddenly and unex- 
peRedly, it puts all on heaps and 
confufion. So ſwddenneſſe and fear 
in other caſes are joyned together,

of a moſt carefull and dolefull con- 
dition,1 Theſ.5.3. it is ſo here, when 
1n our life time we have not taken a 
due and timely eſtimate of the ante- 
cedents, concomitants, and confe- 
quents of death , of all the evill that 
is init, and fo have laid in no provi

Whereas on the contrary (again 


for the remedy)if with Paxl we were 


Gal.6.1 4 before hand crucified to the world, 


and had it crucified to us,and (as Chry- 
/iftem deſcants upon the peace ) lay 
like two dead bodies one by another, 
as there was no mutual deſire, or de- 


light 
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light in each other, when they lay to- 
gether,ſo there would be as little grief 
when they are parted aſunder, the 
world not caring for us, aud we as 
little for it, and fo by our parting no 
hurt done; were we indeed ſtrangers 
and pt|grims here, we would not go 
home weeping; were we and the 


world rwe,at our parting there would 


not be a painful d;ſo/xtio conti,2u5; fit- 
ting looſe now, would prevent ſuch 
conyulſion fits, and rentings then. 

5. Onthecontrary, z00 much care- 
leſneſs of the things of this world, makes 
ſome mens deaths more careful, and 
themſelves more fearful. 

In particular (I mean) our neglect 
of a provident and timely ſetting oxr 
howſe tn order, when we are now lea- 
ving the world, is apt to leave us in 
heaps and confuſion.

it would be much better if it were 2Sam.17, 
the living mans care, that when we 5725: 


have made up our eAcconunts with 
men, we might be more ready for 
Gods Axdit and when we bave diſþo- 
ſed of onr goods to others, we might be 
at more leiſure and vacant,the more 
fifely to bequearh our ſonls ro God, 10 
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enter upon our heavenly ;nh#:taxce; 
bur it is but our ſin and miſery, that 


we lay this double burden on the 
tired horF-back, that the ending of 
our reckonings with the world, and 
the beginning of our accomnts with 
God are both put off ro be made on 
a death- bed; and hence cometh ma- 
ny mens fear of death, the man would 
not die till his will be made, and fo 
he then ſetteth about it, but it uſually 
beginning with his bequeathing of hts 
ſoul ro Ged, and then this ſad thought 


cometh in; but upon what acquain- 


tance or grounded aſſurance ? which 
puts the poor man to a ſtop;& the wil 
is for the preſent laid aſide, and the 
ſealing of his pardon he then thioks 
needeth firſt to be looked after, & fo 
(it may be) at the laſt, neither of 
chem is effeted with comfort; ſuch 
men being like thoſe who have neg- 
lected to do their work on the week 
day, and ſo cannot reſt when the 
Sabbath comes: but Heaven le s usa 
better copy to write after; God ha- 
ving finiſhed his works in fix dayes, 
reſted and was refrefped on the fe- 
venth; and our Saviour when he had 
ſaid, ir is finified, then be quietly gave 
- «Pp 
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ap the Ghoſt, &o reſted in the grave, Jobn 17. 
which was typified by the Jewiſh 419,29 
Sabbath. Happy we, if in this work- 
ing day of our life, we could dif- 
patch our greateſt buſineſle firſt, bur 
yet all our other worldly occaſions 
alſo in time, that the day of our death 
may be our Sabbath, in which we 
may reſt from or labours, and feriari Rev.14. 
Deo,even keep a true holy day indeed 3: 
ro God, that then with our Saviour 
we may ſay, z is finiſhed; and with 
Panl, we have finiſhed onr courſe, and 3 119.4, 
in r#1ing our race, have outgone all 72 3: 
our priefs and fears, and then may 
have nothing elſe to do, but onely 
quietly to take our reſt, and receive 
the Crown.
